Increase of expenditures for relief tn 
drought-stricken areas, the cost of 
relief elsewhere has been declining 
steadily as employment has been 
rising. The deficit of the Canadian 
National Railways has been running 
somewhat higher than in the previous 
year, a fact which Is also attributable 
In* some degree at any rate to tho 
western drought and the consequent 
lack of wheat traffic. From present 
Indications, it appears that the total 
deficit of the Dominion during the 
current fiscal year will be appreciably 
leas than the budget estimate Of $35 
millions very-much less than the de¬ 
ficit of $87 millions in the preceding 
fiscal year. According to’ a 'reieetrt 
statement by the Minister of Ftnanoe. 
the only obstacle in the path of a 
balanced' budget la the cost of 
drought relief In the west. 

“The notable reduction in the 
Dominion Government's deficit has 
been paralleled by the restoration of 
i balanced budgets In some of the 
! Provinces and In many of the munici¬ 
palities. especially in central and 
eastern Canada. The general improve¬ 
ment In Canadian public finances had 
been a direct reflection of the steady 
growth of the national income since 
I 1933. As the country's income has 
risen, taxes have yielded larger re- 
| turns, while special expenditures for 
| unemployment relief have recently 
| shown a considerable, though belated, 
decline. 

| "While the general state of the 
I public finances is thus much better 
| than for some years, It is still by no 
; means satisfactory Certain areas of 
| the Dominion, notably the Prairie 
Provinces, have not shared fully in 
the revival of the national Income* 
with the result that the financial 
problems of government in the west 
have remained acute. This condition 
! of affairs was an Important flctor 
leading to the appointment of The 
| Royal Commission on Dominion- 
Provincial Relations whose present 
| efforts will. It Is to be hoped, potn$ 


will be a heavy credit balance 
Though the credit balance over all Is 
unlikely to be as great as the un¬ 
precedented total of aroand $300 
millions in 1938, It may well be In 
the neighborhood of $250 millions. At 
a time of uncertainty tn economic 
conditions abroad, our strong inter¬ 
national position la an asset of no 
small value. 

“In conclusion, it may be said that 
with the notable exception of the 
'drought' area, the state of business 
in Canada has been steadily lm-

Uia 
exchange rate between sterling and 
the pg, dollar and the related cur- 
renclee of the ‘alerting bloc' and thoae 
which aea in the oebit of the dollar 
Rare shown practically np change. 
The fact that the recent aharp de¬ 
preciation tn auch an Important 
currency aa that of Prance wae ac¬ 
companied by no elgnlfleant deprecia¬ 
tion In any other currency la a awlklng 
tribute to the efficacy of the Tri¬ 
partita Agreement. Though the de¬ 
cline or thg trance below the level 
originally contemplated by the Agree¬ 
ment may be unfortunate, it haa

“In the light of these fact*, it 1* 
clear that the economic background 
was not conducive to the onset of 
another depression. The very rapidity 
of the fall in production, combined 
with the maintenance of retail sales 
at comparatively high levels, suggests 
that Inventory adjustments may be 
made quickly. It is to be hoped, and 
I believe there are good grounds for 
the opinion, that the present contrac¬ 
tion of business in the United Btatee 
will prove to be no more than a tem¬ 
porary If severe recession. In character 
not dissimilar to thoae which occurred 
in the latter part of 1933 and in the 
summer of 1934." 


“In the field of manufacturing gen¬ 
erally. the most sulking development 
was the acceleration of Improvement 
In the industries producing durable 
goods, such as iron and steel, ma¬ 
chinery, automobiles and electrical 
apparatus. The rise in production 
and employment in this division of 
manufacturing was much more pro¬ 
nounced than In the previous year. 

“Even the long depressed building 
trades were busier, though the value

| boring republic would undoubtedly 
j be reflected In contracting business 
here. A* u well known, our domestic 
j stock market has as usual followed 
that of New York, while in the last

States have generally been declining 
Another striking result of the Amen- 
alu mp la to be seen lp thg traua- 
i formation, almost overnight, of the 
favorable outlook for the pulp and 
paper Industry into oue of doubt and 
uncertainty. 

1 “It follows then that the immediate 
prospects for Canadian business de¬ 
pend principally upon the course of

The 
greatest gain. however. took place In 
industrial construction, indicating 
that long-deferred modernisation and 
extension of factories was at last 
being undertaken. 

“From the standpoint of agricul¬ 
ture the year was overshadowed by 
the unprecedented drought In Sas¬ 
katchewan. The yield of wheat in 
that province averaged only two and 
one-half bushels to the acre and 
large areas harvested nothing what¬ 
soever Because of the almost com¬ 
plete lack of Income peer a great 
part of the province, the majority of 
the farm population la now depend¬ 
ent In varying degree* on relief pay¬ 
ments. “ 

"Yet despite the aharp reduction in 
the value of the wheat crop, occur¬ 
ring entirely in Saskatchewan, the net 
Income of agriculture for the Do¬ 
minion aa a whole was probably 
greater in 1937 than In 1936 From 
present indication, it appears that the 
lower revenue from field crops was 
more than offset by substantial In- 
ereaeea_in receipts from the sale, of 
livestock and dairy produce. The 
notable gains in the retail sales of 
country general store# during |th* last 
few months in every province except 
Saskatchewan strongly suggests an 
enlargement of farm buying power. 

“While the railway* were somewhat 
busier In line wl*h the general In¬ 
crease in production, the Improve¬ 
ment was limited by the ynali 
volume of wheat traffic. The moder¬ 
ate advance in the gross revenues of 
the two great line# arising out of the 
net increase In freight traffic was 
largely absorbed by higher operating 
expenses. As a result, there will be 
little or no reduction In the amount 
required from the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment to cover the deficit of the 
publicly-owned system." 

Canada's Foreign Trade and 
BUKinefts Recovery 

“Last year, aa In the preceding years 
of revival, the general upswing in 
business activity waa largely attribu¬ 
table to the effect* of increased ex¬ 
port receipts. The greater Income of 
the primary Industries of mining, 
forestry and agriculture haa resulted 
directly from improved conditions In 
foreign markets. The disbursement of 
expoUjeccipU, and the large amount 
conYfhftrfed by haa, 

been reqacfSd throughout the entire 
structure of business. Among the 


the usual dividend of 19%. haw con¬ 
tributed $180,000 to the Officers' Pen¬ 
sion Fund and have written off Bank 
Premise* $250,000. with the final re¬ 
sult that the balance carried forward, 
which waa $803,316 at the commence¬ 
ment of the year, has been increased 
to $915,456. 

“At times one sees criticism directed 
at the rate of dividends—in our case 
13%—paid by the chartered banka to 
their shareholders, but such criticism 
does not take cognisance of the fact 
that the rate of dividend is not the 
real return on the shareholder * In¬ 
vestment. which is represented by the 
combined Capital and Reserve Fund. 
Our Reserve Fund, which le largely 
made up of premiums contributed by 
shareholders on new Issues of stock 
from time to time, le, as you know 
double our Capital. When this Is 
token into consideration, the dividend 
paid in our case Is only 4^ on the 
shareholder's Investment and this Is 
the real return received by the share¬ 
holders. Even under present condi¬ 
tion* such a rate can hardly be re¬ 
garded aa excessive. 

^It will be noucsd- from- tho profit 
ana loss statements that Dominion 
and Provincial taxes are almost $14.- 
000 lower than those shown in 1936 . 
Part of the decrease is accounted for 
by a smaller amount of taxes fa notes 
in circulation In keeping wmp'thc 
statutory reduction in our note .cir¬ 
culation privileges, and. part, by a 
slightly lowey income tax due to 
increased income from tax-free bonds, 
which we had purchased as short-date 
Investments. The last of such Issues 
matured on December l, 1937. and 
hereafter all revenue from Govern¬ 
ment issues will be subject to 
taxation. 

“Notwithstanding the foregoing our 
tax payment# are still high; in 1937 
we paid the various taxing bodies in 
Canada El .013.000 and In other coun¬ 
tries $134,000 ao that our total tax 
bill was $1,147,000. Comparison of 
this amount with the dividends paid, 
Vl*., $1,440,000 gives an indication of 
the extent of the burden of taxes on 
the earning power of the Bank. We 
are mentioning this not in a com¬ 
plaining mood but merely for the In¬ 
formation of our shareholders. We 
realise that, the demands bn the 
public purse are hesvy and that these 
demand# can be met only by taxa- 
apprecia te as well th at all 
TftxFmeka enterprli# a H^P^K[r their 
full share of this burden. The only 
occasion on which we feel we should 
complain la when taxes levied on the 
Bank are discriminatory and Inequi¬ 
table when compared with those 
levied on other corporations." 

Mr. Patterson then reviewed in 
detail the balance sheet of the Bank 
and mad# comparisons with the per¬ 
vious Statement. He mentioned that 
the Bank's total cash holdings were 
90% of public liabilities and that 
quick asset# were 70%. In his com- 
mente on the Bank's Investments, he 
aaid. “The average term of our In¬ 
vestments is not long and approxi¬ 
mately 80% of our total investment 
holdings will mature within ten 
year*." He expreeeed satisfaction at 
the Increase of $5,653,000 shown 
during the year In the Bank's current 
loan* In Canada. He explained that 


been absorbed by taxation, and of the 
dollar paid In taxes, roughly 40c haa 
been required for Interest on the 
public debt.

The Importance of Export Trade 

“Aa the President ha# already stated 
and aa ere hays repeatedly stressed in 
recent years, expansion in the na¬ 
tional 


income of Canada depends 
' primarily upon the growth tn the 
I value of our export soles. The re- 
. MBn that haa thus far taken place 
has been mainly a reflection of a 
marked Increase in receipts from our 
foreign trade and from our tourist 
business. Similarly, the outlook for 
I the future depends In great measure 
upon the course of Canadian exports 
which In turn la closely related to 
! the state of business in our prin¬ 
cipal markets. 

"Though the value of commodity 
exports during 1937 was considerably 
larger than in 1936. the trade returns 
j for the last few months have shown 
a declining tendency. To a large de¬ 
gree this downward movement reflects 
♦the small volume of wheat available 
I for shipment. It also reflects, how¬ 
ever,, a general reduction in sales to 
the United States. In the light ol 
jThls situation, the course of events 
I abroad and particularly in the United
